Twisted Newspaper Figures 
Likely to Cause Invéstiga- 
tion by Postoffice Depart- 
ment, Says Washington 
Report. 


AUTHORITIES ARE AWARE 
OF EVASIONS PRACTICED 


“Futurist” Journalism Vio- 
lates Spirit of Bourne Law, 
Which Requires a Sworn 
Statement of Actual Bona 
Fide Circulation.

Washington, January 12.—(Special.) 
Newspaper correspondents here are 
busy on the trail of a report to the ef- 
fect that the postoffice department is 
about to inquire into the matter of 
tainted newspaper circulations, with 
the possibility of drastic penalties in 
the background. 

The department long has known that 
in various parts of the country the 
most flagrant evasions have been 
practiced upon public credulity and the 
advertisers by circulations 
artificially boosted and statements of 
circulations mendacious at the first 
glance of the eye of the expert. Until 
@ year ago the government had no re- 
course against this sort of high-class 
“strong-arm” work. Now the Bourne 
law puts a sufficient tool in its hand. 
The Bourne law, passed a year or 80 
ago, requires publishers of daily news- 
papers and periodicals generally to 
publish in their ewn columns, twjce a 
year, a sworn statement of circula- 
tion. 

Padded Circulation. 

The department knows, also, I learn 
from a minor official, that while this 
law is observed in the letter, it is vio- 


RYAN DUBS WILSON

New York, January 12.—~-Thomas F

NEGROES WHO ENDED 
LIFE OF MRS. IRBY 
T0 HANG FOR CRIME 


Robert Paschal and George 
and William Hart Found 
Guilty by Jury and Sen- 
tenced by Judge Ben Hill. 


Three negroes, Robert Paschal and 
George and William Hart, accused of 
the murder of Mrs. John Irby, a Jef- 
ferson county woman, were sentenced 
to hang late Monday afternoon in 
Judge Ben Hill’s- criminal division of 
the Fulton county superior court, after 
a jury had brought in a verdict of 
guilty. The jury was out but ten min- 
‘utes. Judge Hill set the date of the 
executions for February 6, just twen- 
ty-six days from today. Twenty days 
is the shortest time after a verdict 
that convicted prisoners can be sent 
to the gallows. Judge Hill added the 
six extra days so as to conform to the 
rule in the state that all executions 
take place on Friday. The trio will 
be hanged at the Tower. 

Fear of lynching by aroused resi-

The thing can be done in mahy ways 
and yet fool the advertiser. One ex-

tenor. If legitimate pretext doesn’t of-|]- 


fer, there ts no difficulty in the way of 
con..ence or imagination to invent 
one. 

Those Sunday Circulations. 

Another favorite dodge is the bloated 
Sunday circulation, the paper being 
printed on Friday often, and sent out 
ahead of time. There is no law 
against that violation of the first rle 
of accuracy in néws, but it is said the 
postoffice department is looking into 
the matter of having half-baked or no- 
baked Sunday issues palmed off as 
regular issues and with practically no 
advertising. 

This is “futurist” journalism with a 
vengeance, but those who follow it 
claim ic is enterprising. It stings the 
man who buys the paper for the news 
of the day before, and it stings the ad- 
vertiser. 

Pure Inflation. 

Circulation built in this, and innu- 
merable other devious ways, is not cir- 
culation. It is a thin ehvelope inflated 
to the farthest limit. For these rapid- 
fire extras, after they have gulled the 
street reader, are nothing but dupli- 
cated circulation. The fake “Sunday” 
newspaper goes the same way. 

Yet the “enterprising” circulation 
managers of these papers have the ef- 
frontery to class each one of these 
products as bona-fide circulation. 

“Conninag” Advertisers. 

The advertisers are the “come-ons” 
for this little game. They see an im- 
pressive statement of circulation. They 
see a chance to get their wares before 
a formidable list of people. They buy 
space. 

And in each single instance, as has 
been proved more than once, they do 
not get that for which they pay by 
anywhere from 26 to 50 per cent. 

Gevernment Investigating. 

The Bourne law has been in effect 
Only a year. The department hasn't 
yet had the opportunity to work out a 
uniform system of analysis and stand- 
ards for circulation. It is believed now 
to be doing so. 

it is said the advertisers are begin- 
ning to clamor for action, insisting 
they have as much right to protection 
as any other legitimate industry suf- 
fering from competitors who evade the 
real purpose of the law.

When the time for their trial came, 
Governor Slaton asked the presiding 
judge of Jefferson county to bring to 
bear the legislative act which auto- 
matically gave a change of venue to 
the trio.

Officials of Jefferson county took the 
witness stand on Monday and told of

The confessions told a hor- 
rible tale of the killing of Mrs. Irby, 
wife of a well-known planter. The ne- 
groes beat out her brains with an ax. 

An attempt on the part of the attor- 
neys for the negroes was made to show 
that the confessions were secured im- 
properly. 

The negroes were represented, by ap- 
pointment, by W. L. Phillips, J. R. Phil- 
lips, Frank Hardeman, all of Jefferson 
county, and Judge Spencer Atkinson, 
of Atlanta, who, upon the request of 
Judge Ben Hill, summed up for the 
trio of defendants. The speech of 
Judge Atkinson was effective and mas- 
terful. | 

The state was represented by Solici- 
tor R. Lee Moore, of Jefferson county: 
Solicitor General Dorsey, of Fulton 
county, and State Representative Rob- 
ert N. Hardeman. 


Jury in the Case. 


The jury in the case was composed 
of G. W. Faver, H, G. Thompson, G. 
T. Tumlin, H. P. White, J. R. Jackson, 
J. A. McDonald, W. P. McKee, J. B. 
Stanford, H. lL. Smith, Lane Mitchell, 
W. R. Jones and C. E. Helmer. 

Throughout the trial, which lasted 
from 9 o’clock Monday until after 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, the trio of de- 
fendants sat with heads bowed, in a 
semi-circle, just behind their counsel, 
seemingly unaware that their lives 
were at stake. As Judge Hill charged 
the jury, one of the negroes went sound 
asleep. 

The negroes were taken back to the 
Tower, where they will be sent to the 
scaffold on the morning of February 6.

On Board President Wilson's Special 
Train, Charlotte, N. C., January 12.— 
Anti-trust and rural credit legislation | 
are considered of paramount and im-! 
mediate importance by President Wil- 
‘son. Though the influences of the 
executive were exerted in behalf of 
other measures as well during the 
present session of congress, he indi- 
cated in a conversation with the cor- 
respondents aboard his train today 
that in the immediate future’ these 
two subjects would occupy the forum | 
of public attention. 

The president showed clearly that 
these reforms in particular had been 


on his mind during his vacation at 
Pass Christian, Miss. Besides sketch- 
ing his trust message, which will be | 
characteristically brief, the president 
carefully studied the report of the 
commission that went abroad to study 
ruTfal credits, 

Likes the Fletcher Biil. | 

He examined also a bill on the! 
subject prepared by Senator Fletcher, | 
chairman of the commission, and sald | 
that he had just written the Florida 
senator asking him to confer with him 
about it at the white house when h 
got back. The president remarked that 
the bill seemed sound in the main, ' 
though he thought some additions 
ought to be made. 

In giving his attention now to the 
trust and rural credit questions the 
president feels that he is carrying out 
not only the promises made in the 
party platform but {fs fulfilling at the 
same timey an informal understanding 
with mentbérsof.the senate ‘ang hou 
who sought to bring the subfect of 
rural credits into the @iscugsion of the 
currency bill and to prohibit inter- 
locking directorates and other trust 
evils by provisions in both the cur- 
remcy and tariff bills. It was only 
after the agreement among democratic 
leaders that all phases of the trust 
and rural credit problems would be 
handled separately that they were 
then eliminated from consideration. 

While conferences on these questions 
have not all been arranged, the presi- 
dent is planning to devote the remain- 
der of the week to consultations with 
members of his cabinet and leaders in 
congress and will read his truest mes- 
sage to a joint session next Monday 
or Tuesday. 

Greeted by Great Crowds, 

The train ride during the day was a 
restful one for the president and his 
family. Few stops were made, but at 
many of the towns and cities the spe- 
clal was run through slowly while the 
president stood on the back platform 
and waved his hat in response to the 
cheers. At Calhoun, 8S. C., the old home- 
stead of John C. Calhoun, 800 cadets of 
Clemson college swarmed around the 
end of the train and gave Mr. Wilson 
a noisy demonstration. 

The president will arrive in Wash- 
ington early tomorrow, looking better 
than he has in several months. His 
complexion hasaruddy, healthful glow, 
and his step is brisk and springy, and 
he goes back to his duties at the white 
house in much better physical condl- 
tion\ than he was when the strain of 
activities in New 
Jersey brought him to Washington last 
March somewhat fatigued. 

“T have had a real vacation,” he told 
members of hits party today with an 
air of Keen satisfaction. 

Wilson’s Views on Speaking. 

Charlotte, N. C., January 12.—Presi- 
dent Wilson told a delegation of Char- 
lotte citizens that he did not think the 
president of the United States should 
make speeches “just to be speaking.” 
or upon questions which were not of 
broad national interest. He promised, 
however, to take under consideration 
an invitation extended to him by the 
delegation to deliver an address at the 
celebration here of the signing of the 
Declaration of Mecklenburg, to be held 
on May 20, next. 

The delegation, by special appoint- 
ment, saw President Wilson aboard his 
special train when it arrived here.

Humphrey stated yesterday afternoon,

Details of Spring Street 
Grading Completed--Hear- 
ing Before Finance Com- 
mittee This Morning. 


With a request for only $50,000 to 
start work on Spring street, a commit- 
tee in charge of working out the de- 
tails of the improvement, will appear 
before the finance committee of coun- 
cil at 10 o'clock, Tuesday morning. 

On the committee is represented a 
number of Atlanta’s most aggressive 
citizens. They are Morris Brandon, 
Carroll Payne, Hugh Richardson, Frank 
Rice, John J. Woodside, John R, Smith, 
W. J. Davis, A. S. Taylor and G. A. 
Martin. 

The committee has announced that 
all the details for carrying out of the 
work have been completed. The coun- 
ty will start grading in a few days in 
that section between Seventeenth and 
Nineteenth streets, and will work to- 
ward Brookwood, and, while the men 
are at work, the school lot at Eight- 
eenth street will be graded. 

The committee employed Hall Bros., 
expert engineers, to map out a plan. 
The engineers have made a report to 
the committee, and a petition which 
willcontainthe most salient features 
of the engineers’ report will be filed 
with the city. : 

Spring street now extends from Ma- 
rietta street to Fourteenth street. Its 
width from Marietta street to Carnegie 
way is 50 feet. Its width from Car- 
negie way to’ Simpson street is 60 
feet. -Its ~width-.from~ Simpson street 
to Fourteenth street is 50 feet. 


Proposed Extension. 
"<2 is propose. to extend Spring street 
from Fourteenth streettoits intersec- 
tion with Peachtree street at Brook- 
wood, making this new portion 60 feet 


wide, and widening the existing portion 
to 60 feet, with the possible exception 
of the portion between Marietta street 
and Carnegie way. It is proposed to 
Sive the street an extra width wheére it 
intersects with Peachtree street, and an 
extra width where it intersects with 
Cain street and Carnegie way. These | 
funnel-shaped entrances at both ends 
of the street will greatly facilitate the 
rapid movement of traffic. 

It is also proposed to improve the 
grade of the street; this being, in fact, 
the primary and most important part 
of the project. The grade worked out 
by Hall ros. is good enough for the 
purpose for which the street is de- 
signed—-namely, the reliefof automo- 
bile and other congestion on Peachtree 
street—and is practical in cost and does 
not seriously damage property along

Zone 1 
taking in the eastern states, zone 2 the 
southern states, zone 3 the middle west- 
ern states, zone 4 the Rocky mountain 
states, and zone 5 the Pacific coast 
states. These zones are then reduced to 
blocks, each block being 50 miles 
square. 

In this manner, all inconsistencies 
that may have existed in the past in 
rate constructions have been wiped 
out, and the rates not only simplified 
and made understandable, even to the 
novice, but every section or hamlet in 
the land is put on an equal footing. In

GOVERNOR DECLINES =— 
TO SUSPEND HIS RULE 


Respite Is Denied to Lowndes 
County Negro Sentenced 
to Die Friday.

Carrying out a rule which he an- 
nounced some time ago that he would 
hear no clemency application which 
had not previously been acted upon by 
the prison board, and that he would 
not grant respites in cases where there 
had been an opportunity for a hearing 
before that board, Governor Slaton de- 
clined yesterday to grant a respite in 
the case of George Smith, a negro, ‘ 
who is sentenced to be hanged in Val- 
dosta Friday. 

The governor pointed out to the at- 
torney who applied for the respite that 
there had peen ample time in which 
to present the case to the prison com- 
mission since the supreme court passed 
upon it neariy two months ago. To 
grant a respite now would mean an 
extension of the time for the execution 
of the law for at least six weeks, as 
the prison commission does not meet 
again to hear pardon cases until the 
first Monday in February. 

The governor feels that it is an Uun- 
warranted interference with the admin- 
istration of justice by the courts for 
him to extend the life of a condemned 
murderer, when the attorneys in the 
case have allowed to slip by the time 
when they could have made an appear- 
ance before the prison commission. 

However, the man has until Friday 
to live, and the governor agreed to 
take the case under consideration. 
Should anything occur to warrant in- 
terference outside of the rule between 
now and then, he will be guided ac- 
cordingly. ‘

PRISON BOARD WOULD 
SPARE LIFE OF ALL 


Hearing Before Governor Set 
for Tomorrow — Peculiar 
Feature of Case. 


Commutation of the death sentence 
to life imprisonment was unanimously 
recommended yesterday by the prison 
commission in the case of I. B. Hall, 
who is sentenced to be hanged in Tift 
county Friday for the murder of Den- 
nis Hall. Though bearing the same 
name and living in the same house at 
the time of the killing, Hall was not 
related to his victim. | 

As soon as Governor Slaton received 


notice of the action of the prison com 
mission he fixed Wednesday, January 
14, as the day on which he would give 
a hearing in the case. Prior to this 
the governor declined to have a com- 
mission appointed to examine into 
Hall’s sanity, after sending Dr. Baird, 
of Atlanta, to examine the man, and 
receiving a report from the physician 
that he was sane. 

It is wx peculiar fact in connection 
with this case that the only eyewit- 
nesses were the wives of the men in- 
volved. Mrs. Dennis Hall, widow of 
the murdered man, testified for the 
state at the trial, while Mrs. I. B. Hall, 
wife of the man on trial, was not al- 
lowed to testify. It was largely on 
the testimony of the former Mrs. Hall, 
attorneys for the condemned man say, 
that a conviction was secured. 

Both the Halls were prominent in 
Tift county, and the case has aroused 
Zeneral interest in that section of the 
state. 

Another murder case which the gov- 
ernor has under consideration is that 
of David McLaughlin, alias Davis, a 
Laurens county negro. Earl Camp, of 
Dublin, argued the case before the gov- 
ernor several days ago. 


CENTRAL MAY EXTEND 
TRACKS IN AMERICUS 


Americus, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)— 
Judge Z. A. Littlejohn, judge of the 
supreme court southwestern circuit, to- 
day rendered decision in injunction pro- 
ecedings instituted by Harrold Brothers,

ATLANTA, GA., January 13, 1914. 
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Sir Walter Raleigh, the eminent English 
explorer and author, was several times im- 
prisoned, the first time being when he was 
accused and found guilty of conspiring to 
raise Lady Arabella Stuart to the throne. The 
trial upon this charge took place in 1603 
and- ended in his being condemned to death 
at Winchester, November 17, 1603. Follow- 
ing this trial he was kept for thirteen years 
confined in the tower, but finallv recovered 
his liberty, but not his. pardon, through the 
influence of Villiers. James J., who had been 
responsible for his imprisonment, gave him 
an admiral’s commission and he sailed with 
his fleet for the discovery of his promised 
El Dorado, in Guinea, but as his expedition 
was a failure, and the English government 
being on friendly terms with Spain and Ra- 
leigh having offended that nation by his 
conduct in Guinea, it was decided by the 
judges that the sentence of death pronounc- 
ed in 1603 was still valid, he was executed 
in the palace yard at Westminster on Oc- 
tober 29, 1618. 

When Raleigh was arraigned for trial in 
1603, the indictment read against him was 
that “he did conspire and go about to de- 
prive the king of his government; to raise 
up sedition within the realm; to alter relig- 
ion, to bring in the Roman superstition, and 
to procure foreign fenemies to invade the 
kingdom.” 

To this indictment Raleigh pleaded not 
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the conducting power. So that polished 
steel, silver or aluminum, though good con- 
ductors, are not good radiators and there- 
fore they do retain heat.

For the present, however, there 
will be no more “filtering back,” Secre- 
tary Garrison announced, either of fed- 
eral or constitutionalists. 
To Meet An Emergency. 

The secretary decided that women 
and children who accompany the sol- 
diers into Texas should be allowed to 
remain with them in the detention camp 
and that their immediate wants in the 


matter of food and shelter should be 
provided for by the army. 

It was expressly stated that this 
policy is intended to meet an emergency 
and might be changed at any time. At 
present the United States will pay for 
the keep of Mexican soldiers and adher- 
ents, but later on the Mexican govern- 
ment will be asked for reimbursement.

ANTI-OPIUM . MEASURES 
ARE READY FOR WILSON 


Washington, January 12.—Two bills 
imposing stringent’ restrictions upon 
the manufacture, sale or importation 
of opium were sent to the white house 


today for the president's signature 
after the house had accepted amend- 
ments made by the senate before the 
holiday recess. 

One measure imposes a tax of $200 a 
pound on the manufacture of smoking 
opium, limits its manufacture to citi- 
zens of the United States and penalizes 
Violations of the revenue regulations 
by fines of $10,000 or imprisonment for 
five years or both. The other bill pro- 
hibits the importation of opium or its 
derivitives except for medical purposes 
and provides fines or imprisonment. 

These measures were intreduced by 
Governor General Harrison, of the 
Philippines, when he was a member of

At Marfa, the nearest railroad sta- 
tion, the federal army which sought 
asylum in the United States after their 
defeat by the rebels, will be guarded 
by the border patrol pending their 
final disposition by the war depart- 
ment. Among the civilians are 1,207 
women, as officially counted by Major 
McNamee. They also have 1,000 feder- 
al army horses and mules. 

Major McNamee sent cavalrymen 
along the road to select and provision 
camps at the points where stops will 
be made. Food supplies will be issued 
through the army. 

The whereabouts of General Pascual 
Orozco and Ynez Salazar, commanders 
of federal volunteers, who fled from 
Ojinaga with 700 cavalrymen, had not 
been learned tonight. 

The arrest of Rafael Flores, Orozco’s 
secretary, on the road between Presidio 
and Marfa, gave rise to the belief that 
the general was on this side of the 
river. General Mercado, of the fed- 
eral regulars, charged Orozco and Sal- 
azar with cowardice and the rebels 
have sentenced them to execution if 
captured on the Mexican side. 

General Villa at Ojinaga today start- 
ed some of his troeps to Chihuahua 
and himself prepared to leave to direct 
his campaign southward toward Mex- 
ico City. 

Hundreds of rifles and numerous 
field pieces were found in Ojinaga aft- 
er the federal retreat. The field 


Supervision of recreation periods, 
Easy to Improve Race. 


“It will be no easy task to improve 
‘the race so there will be few or no de- 
endent children,” said Dr.. Gertrude 
fall. “The gradual elimination of 
the dependent child, however, will 
be One of the best indications of su- 
periority in our national stock and in 
our ctvilization.

American civ- 
ilization must be built on sound home 
life, on devotion of parents to their 
off spring, on respect of children for 
their parents, and finally on the protec- 
tion of the home by philanthropic agen- 
cies and by the state itself.”

New Methods in Baby Contests. 


New methods in prize baby contests 
were urged by Rollins Gilman, head 
worker of the University Settlement 
Society of New York, in addressing 
the National conference on Race Bet- 
terment here today. 

“The healthiest or prize-winning 

babies,” he said, “are of less immedi- 
ate importance to the society of tomor- 
row than the babies who are unable, 
through lack of health, to win prizes. 
The unhealthiest are the ones in whic 
we Should take most interest. 
_ “If the contest is to consist of find- 
ing a physically fit baby, to single out 
one and to give its parents the proud 
distinction of bearing such a prodigy 
and incidentally arousing bad blood in 
the parents of the baby who came so 
near to winning, but didn’t, then let 
us have few contests. I am more tn- 
terested in the possibility ofan imper- 
fect baby growing up into fairly fit 
physical manhood and womanhood 
than in searching out a physically per- 
fect baby who may not so grow up, 
but, above all, I am interested in hav- 
ing a perfect, or imperfect, babe grow 
up into moral and spiritual fitness for 
parenthood and citizenship. 


Temperamental Endowment. 


“Temperamental endowment is from 
the social standpoint, from the stand- 
point of the society of tomorrow, much 


important as that most certainly is.
